Thirteen years ago on 
August 4 we became Solid 
Waste Coordinator for Brack¬ 
en County and are amazed 
at how quickly the time has 
passed! Every five years each 
county must update its Solid 
Waste Management Plan and 
we have just completed this 
process for the third time! 
This document is in the Office 
of Judge Earl Bush for public 
inspection. The form that we 
had to complete was 17 pages 
long but with all the informa¬ 
tion that needed to be assem¬ 
bled, it contains 55 pages. 
All counties must have a Sol¬ 
id Waste Management Plan 
which serves as the basis for 
handling solid waste manage¬ 
ment issues within the desig¬ 
nated area, basically serving 
as the guideline for operation. 
This 5-year updated plan will 
need to be approved by reso¬ 
lution by the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court and by each of 
the three incorporated cities 
of Augusta, Brooksville and 
Germantown. While these 
updates always present a 
challenge, we are truly thank¬ 
ful that our task of completing 
this form was daunting com¬ 
pared to those counties with 


many and much larger cities! 
So, comparatively speak¬ 
ing, even though Bracken 
County is small, all counties 
are required to adhere to the 
same rules and regulations, 
whether rural, urban or met¬ 
ropolitan! 

There are some variances 
in local ordinances, but all 
counties adhere to the state 
mandated statutes. For in¬ 
stance, it is illegal for citizens 
to bum anything in Kentucky 
other than paper, cardboard 
and brush with a few excep¬ 
tions and the reason folks 
are advised to get informa¬ 
tion before they bum. Using 
a bum barrel to dispose of 
household trash is against the 
law statewide if for nothing 
else than the health risks that 
this practice presents! Toxic 
fumes which can cause can¬ 
cer are released into the air 
when plastics and synthetics 
are burned, and anyone who 
has experienced smoke that is 
generated by burning plastic 
can attest to this! Legal open 
burning is associated with 
some agricultural practices, 
land management, constmc- 
tion, and the miscellaneous 
category contains informa¬ 
tion on camp fires, ceremo¬ 
nial bonfires, cooking and the 
burning of household paper 
products. We have a pam¬ 
phlet available or you can 
call the Division of Air Qual¬ 
ity in Florence at (859) 524- 
4923 and the Ashland Office 
at (606) 929-5285. You can 
also report illegal burning by 
dialing 1-888-BURN-LAW.

When should 
farmers retire?

Retirement from a farm 
business may not mean 
moving away or giving up 
on mentoring the next gen¬ 
eration, but it does entail 
transferring management 
decisions to someone else. 
It can be a gradual or sudden 
process. It may be driven by 
long-term goals, by sudden 
health issues, or events out¬ 
side your family. 

When should farmers 
retire? The answer is related 
to choices and goals, and can 
happen at any time. While 
many can’t imagine doing 
anything else except farm¬ 
ing, their families may have 
other ideas and want to share 
more time with them. Dis¬ 
cussions with your family 
can help design the retire¬ 
ment process. 

Allan Nation, of Stock- 
man Grassfarmer magazine, 
observed that a farmer or 
rancher is at his peak com¬ 
bination of labor, innovation, 
and management skills at age 
50. 

To maintain or grow the 
farm business after 50 can 
require an additional infu¬ 
sion of labor and maybe of 
innovation. That often means 
a young partner with energy 
and new ideas. Such a part¬ 
nership process can greatly 
improve the income of the 
business, which may be the 
means to fund retirement 
savings after a lifetime of in¬ 
vesting in farm assets. 

A farmer can look for 
someone to work into the 
business at any time, but a 
planned process will take 
several years of testing the 
relationship, training to the 
uniqueness of the business, 
and a gradual shifting of 
management. A five-year 
time frame can work well to 
ensure a smooth transition 
and to demonstrate steady 
progress to the new farmer. 
Add ample time for readying 
the business framework and 
selecting the best candidate.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (lEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing ‘‘Child Find'’ system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name 
and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Augusta Independent 
School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special 
Education or 504 services, please call 606-756-2105 or send the information to: Director 
of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken Street, Augusta, KY 
41002, Ph.

If you know of a child who attends a private or home school within the boundaries of 
the Augusta Independent School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is 
not receiving Special Education services, please call 606-756-2105 or send the information 
to: Director of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken Street, 
Augusta, KY 41002, Ph. 606-756-2105. 

“Child Find” activities will continue throughout the school year. As part of these 
efforts the Augusta Independent School District will use screening information, student 
records, and basic assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help 
locate those children who have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. 
Any information the District collects through “ChildFind” is maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and 
“Child Find” activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in the 
Board of Education office. Copies of these Policies and Procedures may be obtained by 
contacting: Director of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken 
Street, Augusta, KY 41002, Ph. 606-756-2105. 

The District office is open Monday through Friday, from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

The Augusta Independent School District provides a public notice in the native language 
or other mode of communication of the various populations in the geographical boundaries 
of the District to the extent feasible. 

If you know of someone who may need this notice translated to another language, 
given orally, or delivered in some other manner or mode of communication, please contact 
the Director of Pupil Personnel, the Director of Special Education or the Section 504
